Among  other  things  it  contemplated 
the  removal  of  the  Mission  to  some  other 
point  in  the  State  where  pnqicr  facilities 
»°uhl  he  less  expensive,  and  where  the 
Chinese,  if  fewer  in  number,  might  |,t  „,ore 
accessible  to  the  truth.  Hut  i|,i*  poliev 
was  vigorously  opposed  by  the  missiona- 
ries. 

Finding  no  way  of  surmounting  these 
difficulties,  and  threatened  with  a financial 
embarrassment  which  might  prove  disas- 
trous to  every  iuterest  of  the  Board,  it  sad- 
I r accepted  the  conclusion  that  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  Mission  was  the  dictate  of 
duty,  ami  unanimously  passed  a resolutien 
to  withdraw  from  the  field. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Home 
Board  ef  New  York  will  take  up 
this  work,  appointing  onr  mission- 
aries.  Wo  hope  it  will  he  so.
